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The Supreme Court vs The People 


KARL MARX INFLUENCE INCREASES 


This article concerns Secretary of Labor, 
Arthur J. Goldberg, who was appointed 
by President John F. Kennedy, to the 
United States Supreme Court. In my opinion, 
this was a huge error, which will be evi- 
denced by the information I herewith submit. 

The National Religion and Labor Found- 
ation was set up in 1932 at the instigation 
of the late Sidney Hillman (an identified 
communist), which membership was com- 
_ posed of Marxian and Fabian Socialists, for 
the purpose of giving prestige of the church 
movement to the labor organizing hier- 
archy. Its letter-head carried about 50 
names of Marxists, Socialists and Commu- 
nists. It was forty-five members of this 
movement that signed a letter addressed to 
the late Franklin D. Roosevelt (at his 
invitation) in November 1935, urging him 
(according to the New. York Herald Trib- 
une) “to socialize the country’s resources, 
nationalize its basic industries, and build an 
inclusive union movement.” 

_ According to the FBI and the HCUA, the 
NRLF was “one of the most vicious com- 


waist organizations ever set up in this — 


- country.” 

It won considerable notoriety by publish- 
ing on the cover of its official organ, 
“Economic Justice,” Nov. 1932, a “wanted” 
circular which pictured Christ as an escaped 
criminal and implied by its text that every 
communist agitator was akin to Jesus 
Christ (See page 2). It read: 

“Reward for information leading to 
the apprehension of Jesus Christ, who 
is wanted for sedition, criminal anar- 
chy, vagrancy, and conspiracy to over- 
threw the established government.”
